Hail Storm. 
Hondo was visited by the worst hail 
storm in its history about six o clock 
Wednesday evening. 
The storm came 
from the west and the first part of it 
was accompanied by considerable wind. 
I he first stones that fell were very 
large. 
Later ones were smaller but 
they came down in veritable sheets for 
several minutes. 
When it ceased fall­ 
in g the ground was covered with the 
stones to a depth of several inches. 
Not an unprotected window pane on 
the west aide of any building in town 
was left unbroken, and in many in­ 
stances shutters or screens were no 
protection, both being beaten in by the 
rain of ice. 
Many roofs, especially 
where the shingles were old, were ser- 


j lously damaged and in the postoffice 
and a number of stores considerable 
damage was done from leakage. 
Lein- 
weber’a three-story budding was flood­ 
ed from top to bottom and lh*. brick 
arch on the front of the building was 
knocked off and crashed through the 
gallery roof to the pavement below. 
Mr. Loin weber is probably the heaviest 
individual loser in town and estimates 
his damage at about a thousand dollars. 
Everywhere, however, comes the same 
story of knocks! out windows and 
flooded interiors and damaged goods
